Mr. Thomas Shaw, tho Secretary 
of State for War, sald that high 
technical skill and efficiency wan reo-

with. a amall dockyard, would be 
too frivolous an undertaking for 
the serious consideration of. ar 
enemy Power. 


‘The whole purpose 
The Real underlying the 
Object— manoeuvres WAS 
eb neither to devise 
measures. for the defence of the 
island nor, as some Kiplingese 
Lieutenant put it, to “establish a 
morale.” 2 Hong Kong were 
liable to invasion, measures for 
its defence would have been taken 
years. ago, and the publicity .80 
curiously given to these 
manoeuvres would have been 
shunned like a plague of de- 
mocracy. The bitter truth must 
out, that Hong Kong is ‘worse 
than useless as a strategic base 
jn the Pacific. It’s only excuse 
for appealing to our race is its 
equable, agreeable climate and 
its proximity to China, which 
makes it commercially attractive. 
‘As for establishing a “morale,” 8 
performance of that description, 
if that had been its. aim, would 
be a burlesque. Apparently, Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald .and our 
“Reds” at Home thirtk very little 
of “morale” in the Kiplingese 
sense, and high dfficials are too 
sensible here not to take warning 
from Egypt and ‘elsewhere. 


The manoeuvres 
Relieving were designed 
. Motonony partly to alleviate 
the monotony of 
routine training, and to give the 
troops an approximate conception 
of how to act in‘given circum- 
stances. But it was nothing more 
than a-game, not even strictly 
carried out in accordance with 
the rules Inid down.

> A special correspondent of the 
Pross Association telophoned tho

man companion was told to me by 
the man who drovo ‘the couple on 
thelr last journoy. 

The driver is Mr. Harry Brixton, 
of Sunningdale, a young man.cm- 
ployed at a local garage. : 

As he related his vivid stary of 
the night tragedy, he stood by the 
car in which death had come to the 
l-fated couple, and pointed out 
bloodstalns and the holes made in 
the roof of the car by revolver 
shots, 

“I met the woman In the case,” 
he bogan, “off the 10.46 train ‘at 
night from Waterloo. She waa a 
very atriking woman, beautifully 
dressed in a long coat with white 
fur collar and cuffs. 

“Sho spoke to me excitedly in 
French, which I do not understand, 
and then handed me a picee of 
paper, on which waa written ‘Sun- 
ning House,’ and I gathered that 
she wanted to be driven ‘there:

“She jumped Into my car, and I 
drove her.to the front door of the 
house and rang the boll for her.

UOTH one of the ancient sages of China: “Time is long, but the 

‘hustlers are always rushing; the universe fs wide, ; but, the 
narrow-minded are always cramped.” In like measure may we ac- 
count’ for the hustlers in Government Departments who'hustle at the 
wrong?itinie. ‘Thus may we explain away, the crampness of the 
narreweminded Government oflicials in’ their relations with the 
public*by whom they are paid their monthly salaries to perform the 
work required of every Government Department. Place a, meta- 
phorical chain around an official’s neck and instantly and for ever 
after he vests hiraself with supreme authority, accountable to none 
but himself. It would be rank heresy to_suggest that he is not the 
master but the paid servant of the people but for whom his‘ office 
would not exist. 
People” may sound, he asserts, benutiful in theory, but ridiculous and 
rooney in a.benevolent autocracy such as is the fate of the Crown 
Colonies, 


The majority of thinking people, of course, know better. They 
pay the piper, and they naturaily desire to have some say in choosing’ 
thd tune. They can appraise the pettiness of the Government at its | 
true value—oy lack of value: They are free to show silent contempt 
at efforts at administration that would be undreamt of in the midst! 
ofa pagan tribe where the community spirit is something more than’ 
an impractical ideal, The pettier the ways of 2 modern Government 
ino clvilised Crown Colony the more can the citizens of every na- 
tionality despise and pity it, or if driven by sheer irritability, to com- 
vat petty methods of administration with equally petty weapons that 
may find a billet sooner than those forged with fine stecl. 

, In the multitude of Government officials there ‘is pettiness at 

times—not the pettiness akin to those “trifles that make up perfec- 
tion,” according to Michelangelo, but the pettiness that .savours of ; 
sheer cuasedness in endeavouring to demonstrate “Authority” to the 
hapless individual who makes up the community. Thus cometh it 
to pass that we have recelved the following precious billet. doux 
from the Postmaster-General i-— . 

Sir,—It is observed that advertisements for the sale of wircless 
Apparatus frequently appear in the columns of your* paper. 

Under Paragraph & of the Wireless Telegraphy Regulations of tho

In order to enruro compliance with the Regulationa [shall be glad 
if you will only accept adverticements for the ante of wireless fippuaratus' 
from those persons who aro holders of current dealer's licences, or Icttors 
of exemption, and that In all cages the licence or Ictter of exemption 
must be produced before the ndvertisement 1a accepted.” 

If this procedure is not petty then we do not know the meaning 
of the word. .

Recently, with the return pf the 
cool days, we have been resurrect- 
ing our velours. and felts whieh 
prabably, after being thrown more 
or ‘less careleasly in u box for four 
or five months, look anything but 
fresh and smart.

There are various ways of re- 
novating them, and the first thing 
to do is remove the ribbon trim- 
ming, for it is almost sure to re- 
quire washing ang droning, to fit it 
to face another season, for no maté 
ter how you succeeded In cleaning 
the hat itself a tired-looking rib- 
bon will detract from its appear 
dnee, 


Usually dirt marks, particularly 
those greasy ones which appear at 
the back where the hat comes into 
contact with the collar, can be re- 
moved, if rubbed with a clean rag 
which has been dipped in petrol or 
benzine. <i © 
Sometimes, however, after, being 
rubbed with u rag, the pile on the 
surface is inclined to be flat; te 
rectify this brush. it the wrong way 
then rub with velvet, afterwards 
brash the right way and give 4 final 
rub) with the velvet. 

Stenm the Hat 

Another ‘way is to steam the hat. 
To do this, put some water into a 
kettle and ‘place it} on a gas ring 
where it is ensily accessible. When 
the water boils and steam issues 
from the spout, hold your hat in 
front. of it carefully, turning it 
round.so that the steam touches 
every part, and in a short time the 
hat will regain ‘its fresh ap- 
pearance. 

This is also a good way of 
freshening a velour hat which has 
been spotted by the rain. 

It is u simple matter to replace 
the ribbon band, clean and well 
ironed, and should you discover 
that there ‘are one or two stains’ on 
the hat which you cannot remove 
(providing these are in a place 
where it would not look absurd) 
why not try covering the place with 
one of the delightful embroidered 
sprays or designs which we ap-

New. Six- Wheelers 
For London 


Thore has been recently Intreduc- 
ed on the London. streets, by the 
London General Omnibus Co., Ltd., a 
new typo of aix-wheeler, the firat of 
three experimental vehicles, When 
experlence of thejr -working in 
traffic has been gained, the Com: 
pany will determine which {is the 
most suitable of the threo to, be the 
standard for the future, and. will 
then begin an extended building 
programme. This will, of course, 
be carried out at the A.E,C, Southall 
Works, says the “A.E.C. Gazette.” 

Tho new type, which will be 
known as the “LT,” replaces the 
“K" type introduced in . August, 
4919, and is, Incldentally, the thirty- 
soventh type . which: has  beon 
oparated by the L.G.O.C. during tho 
last twonty years. * 


In interior appearance “LT.1” 
resembles & médern touring coach, 
and represents a considerable ad- 
vance in the matter of comfort and 
efficiency. : 


Room jis provided for thirty pas- 
nengers on the upper deck and 
twenty-four on the lower deck. An 
entirely new form: of’ moquctte 
upholatered seat has been fitted 
which gives more space for two 
passengers side by aide than in the 
existing buses, and which also allows 
ample knce room.’ A ‘noticeable 
feature is the entire absence of

A loan mixture, containing too , 


much alr, and an Insuffictency of 
fucl, causes the engine to misfire, 
and popping occurs atthe carburet- 
tor, with consequent poor running 
of the engine. Looe 7 

The so-called “tuning” of a chr 
burettor consists of adjusting It to 
give it the correct explosive mix- 
ture at all speeds, and with presont- 
day fittings this is not a very dim, 
cult undortaking, A  high-grado 
motor fuel Is necessary to ‘obtain 
satisfactory carburation. 

‘By. removing these vapours, the 
possibility of thelr condensing 
within the engine and = ecnusing 
trouble is eliminated. For .cach 
pound of petrol burned in an on- 
gine nearly 1.6 Ib. of wator Is pré- 
duced, most of which passes out of 
tho exhaust valve. . 

‘However, a‘ certain amount leaka 
past the pistons and rings, and par- 
Ucularly whon the engine In 
operated cold somo. moisture 
probably mixes with the oil on the 
cylinder walls and {s carried down 
into tho crankease. Unburnt fuel 
enters the. crankcase by substan- 
tially the same routes, although in 
this case the major portion 
probably js carried down by ‘the oil 
on the cylinder walls. 


‘Even when these materiala got’ 


mixed with .the lubricating oll, 
crankcase ventilation 1s a factor in 
getting rid of thom. ‘The reason 
for this is that whanaver the enging 
is operated long enough to get 
watmed up, the temperature of the 
oll also rises hnd some of the fuol 
and water in ft is vapouriaed and 
eliminated by ‘the vontilating 
system. This action is of particu. 
lar importance -in winter, when 
some means, such os therméatatic 
control or radiator shutters, are 
provided for regulating coollng 
water temperature. : 

The crankcase is, no place for 
water, o8 it interferes with the oll 
circulating system, particularly. In 
winter, and, when present in vapour 
form, it condenses on the working 
parts under certain conditions and 
causes corrosion.. The presence of 
some unburnt fuel-in the ofl is not 
an unmitigated evil, as it undoubt- 
edly assists materlally in giving 
easy starting in winter, but never- 
theless it is desirable that tho 
amount of dilution: be controlled. 
To get rid of water vapour form, & 
number of -car makers are now pro- 
viding positive crankcase ventila- 
tien, use belng made-in most cases 
of the vacuum in the intake mani- 
fold. © . ‘

- Under average condittons, a car 
should run at Ica3t 10,000 milea 
without the contacts neoding ad- 
justing, which means that tho dis- 
tributer contacts have closed and 
broken the ‘electrical. circult, at 
Teast 100,000,000 times. It Is not 
unusual for a driver to got 15,000 . 
miles, or 150,000,000 operations, 
without adjustmont, : : 

At top speed, on an American 
cight-cylinder car having two plugs - 
to each cylinder, the two circuit of 
each coll 280 times per second. 
Five hundred and aixty sparks per - 
second are fed Into the distributer 
from tho ignition coils, are sorted 
into pairs, and sent to'tho spark 
plugs in each cylinder in the proper 
order at tho correct time.

Mr, Fitzsimmons, indicate that 
more is involved in this breaker 
mechanism than a pair of contacts, 
one of which may be fastened to 
any-kind of a lever. Tho lever to 
which the movablo contact is 
mounted must be rigid and light. 
It must be free from any: period 
of - vibration within the’ engine 
épeed ‘range, and should operate 
without objectionable noise. Suff- 
efent tension. muat bo supplied 
through the spring which holds the 
contacts together, yet this pressure 
must not be so great as to cause ex- 
cessive wear on the rubbing block, .

Attention to Floor And 
Fittings 

Thoso whe do much homo repalr 
work on their cars seldom completo 
tho tasks without covoring thom- 
selves with dirt and grease. 

The trouble, ‘while difflenlt to 
provent, cin bo greatly minimised 
{f caro ts glvon to the conditlon of 
the garnge floor, and if sultable 
fittings are Installed for the pre: 
vention of untidinesas. : 

Untidiness, somehow, has tho 
effact of promoting dirt, yet it.is 
simply remedied by providing ro- 
ceptncles into which things that 
are and -ure not wanted can be 
placed. iad 

Not wanted items have a ‘habit 
of congregating, and a good re- 
ceptacle for them in the garage is 
an old olf drum with the top cut 
off. Perfodicnily it can be emptied 
of Its contents, and it will be found 
particularly useful for oily raga, 

The garage floor has a tendency 
to accumulate dropped all, and 
this is difficult to remove once it 
has sonked In, and always remains 
grimy. . “ 

A strong mixture of washing 
soda, applied with a mop, will clean 
up-most of the olf, and the floor 
should be kept sprinkled with saw- 
dust. This will absorb dropped 
oil, and can be easily swept out at 
intervals. 

For storing spare parts and 
ejuipment often used, shelves aro 
best, but lack ‘of carpentry skill, or 
the fact that the walls are brick, 
often deters u motorist from trying 
‘to build them. 

In these cases the bert thing is 
to installa “nest of boxes,” a ‘num- 
ber of wooden boxes nailed  to- 
gether. It can be made a few 
minutes, and any grocer will sup- 
ply the boxes for-a few pence each. 
Petrol or paraffin cases serve ex. 
cellently. 

They may be simply nailed side 
to side but a better arrangement Is 
to place two boxes vertically, side’ 
by side, as a'base, and nail others 
sideways across thelr top. 

The tall base boxés then serve to 
accommodate tall objects, such as 
pumps and jacks. If desired, flap 
doors and compartments can be 
added, .and one division can be sct 
aside for the staying of clean rags. 

Thore who wish for a better look- 
Ing. job can secure it by using a 
plane and sandpaper, and by giving 
the boxes a cont of paint.

DEATH AT WHEEL 


Conductor Averts. 
Crash 


A ‘bus conductor's presence of 
mind in stopping his ’bus when the 
driver collapsed was commended by 
the Cheam (Surrey) Coroner (Mr. 
I. J. Nightingale) aot an inquest 
on the driver, William Punn, aged 
61, of Earlsfield, London, 5.W. | 

The conductor, Richard Chiney, 
of Merton Park, said that Penn had 
complained of not feeling well before 
the ‘bus utarted. While ho was 
collecting fares in London Road, 
North Cheam, ho noticed the ’bus 
slow up and veer to the offside of 
the road. He jumped off, ran to 
the front, and applied the brakes. 
Penn had collapsed in his cab. * 

Dr, Greene waid that death was due 
to fatty degencration of the heart, 
which was a difficult condition to 
diagnose, and might cause death at 
any moment, 

In roply to the coroner, o repre- 
aentative of the London Gonoral 
Omnibus Company sald that drivers 
were medically examined before be- 
ginning employment, but not again 
unless they complained of illness or 
had been ill. 

Recording a verdict of death from 
natural causes, the coronor sald that 
it was fortunate the accident bap- 
pened in a quiet place. Its conse- 
quences wore minimised by the con- 
ductor’s prompt action.”

New Regulations At 
Home

“During the war (writes R corres- 
pondent) I was vastly intrigued by 
the sight of a confidential map of 
London which bore ao series of 
mysterious red dots. These mark- 
ed the places where the German 
Zepps and Gothas had planted their 
presents upon the citizens of Lon- 
don. This week I have seen a map 
very similar in conception. The 
main point of difference is that it is 
embellished by many more dots 
than the others. 

The chart to which I make re- 
fererice is to be seon at Scotland 
Yard and it is covered with death 
dots in various colours, blue if a 
motor-car or cycle was concerned, 
black for ao tram-car, green'for o 
cab, red for an omnibus, and so on, 
for London's traffic takes a far 
greater toll of life than that ever 
contemplated by the Germans. 

One very large map Sa an eight- 
years record of death dots to give 
the authorities still further guid- 
ance to the death traps. This re- 
cord proves that the deadliest place 
in the country of London is High 
Street, Camden Town, where, at 1 

point just above the Cobden statue, 
17 lives have been: sacrificed. 

The Angel at Islington has a re- 
cord nearly as black. More than 
70 deaths are spread along Com- 
mercial Road. 

Death Trap 

There are frequent death traps 
also in Whitechape! Road, Mile End 
Road, Vauxhall Bridge Road, Old 
Kent Road and Oxford Street. 

The lesson ‘of the maps Is that 
the accidents occur where the 
traffic is heaviest and most congest- 
ed, ond not in places where it is 
fastest. By the exhibition of more 
“Please Cross here” notices, by re- 
arrangements of stopping-places 
for omnibuses or trams, by the pro- 
vision of more refuges and improv- 
ed plans for controlling traffic, it 
{sg hoped ‘to reduce the toll of life 
in all these places. 

In several places rotary traffic is 


still regarded as experimental, but , 


it bears the test of figures well. 


MOTOR TRADE 


Attacking A U.S. 
Preserve 


London, Nov. rod 

Leaders of the motor industry 
were rather disappointed at the 
cautiousness of Mr, J, H. Thomas's 
references to ithat subject In his 
speech on unemployment, and tho 
implication that the only stimulus to 
the export of British motor vehicles 
which the Government could furnish 
was fn the form of a change in the 
basis of taxation. 

The talks between the Minister 
and the manufacturers, however, 
have not come to an ond. It is under. 
stood that there will be another 
meeting in about a fortnight's time. 
when a number of concrete sugges- 
tions .will be submitted to him. 

While it is true that the Socioty 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders has pressed the view that 
motor transport bears more than Its 
fair vhare of taxation, and thot, say, 
a 25 per cent. reduction In the horse- 
power tax would help them to com- 
pete in ‘the Overscas markets, that 
fs by no means tho only way in 
which they believe that tha: “Govern- 
ment cauld legitimately assist the 
industry. 

Canadian Market 


At the next conference Mr. 
Thomas will probably be invited to 
consider whethvr the better trado 
relations with Canada, which he 
hopes to ace established, cannot in- 
clude motors as well a8 cotton, coal, 
and steel. 

Canada, as a markot for cars, is 
now an American preserve, although 
many Canadians would choose Bri- 
tish cars if prices were at all com- 
parable.

Joint Duty ¢ To Avoid 
Accidents 


The Lord. Chief jualee 
Howart). commented on the law ro- 
lating to negligence by motorists

On May 16 last Mr. Danclor was 
crossing Regent Street, when ho was 
knocked down by tho’ motor-car 
driven by Mr. Hollias. Ho received 
a-fracture of his léft arm: The de~ 
fenoo was. that Mr, Danclor was 


nogligent, nz he crossed the road | 


without looking, and without heed- 
ing traffic, 
was frozen snow on the road, and 
that when tho brakes wore applicd 
tho ent skidded forward with the 
bnek wheels locked.° : 

Lord Hewart sald that the word 
“nogligence’ was used In ordinary 
convérsation, and probably the per- 
sons who used it meant by {t nothing 
more than carclessness, In law ne-' 
gligence had a definite ard re- 
stricted meaning. 

In ordor to be satisfied that there 
was negligence of an actionable 
kind, the.jury ‘had to be satisfied 
that the defendant did something 
which a reasonable person woild 
not have done, or had omitted 
to do something which a reasonable 
person would have dono. 
den of proof was on the person who 
complained of negligence. 

Tho fact that one person was in 
fault would not disponse another 
person from the duty of exorelsing 
ordinary caro, but if the defendant 
could, by tho exercisa of ordinary 
care and diligence, have avoided the 
accidert, the plaintiff's nogligence 
would not excuie the, defendant. 
There might be circumstances in 
which {t was true to say that what 
was complained of was the result of 
the simultancous and combined ne- 
giigence of plaintiff and defend~ 
ant. ‘ 
No Fault of. Both 

“Wo learn in. the nursery,” said 
Lord Hewart, “that if two children 


spill the jam by something which” 


they are both doing the governess 
may say with perfect truth, “This 
isthe fault of both of you, You,’ 
John, and you, Mary, area both to 
blame, and you are naughty chil- 
dren’.” 

The word Meonteibutory” which 
had been used In the case, was one 
of the most misleading expressions 
known ‘to the-common law. It was 
misleading ‘because, when It was 
used in this kind of context, it meant 
something different. from what it 
meant in the ordinary parlance of 
iife. 

“You can imagine,” sald Lord 
Howart, “tho misleading canse- 
quences of using that word ‘contri- 
butory’ about negligence when the 
Jnw [s,'and common-sense is, that it 
does not matter If a man was negli- 
gent unless it is true to say‘that but 
for the negligence the accident 
would not have happened.” 

Tho jury’s task was to decide who 
who was rosponalble for the accid- 
ent, remembering that both the 
plaintHf and the defendant had the 
duty of avolding, if: possible, the 
consequences of neglixance on the 
part of the other. 

Reforring to the fact that Mr. 
Dancler was ¢rossing from the foot- 
path to a atrect refuge, Lord Howart 
said that in these days of “anfoty 
first” people were exhorted to look 
both ways ‘before crossing the road,

clared Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, 
Ho waa presiding at the Inaugural 
meeting of the Pedestrians’ Ansocliy 
tlon at Exsex Hall, Strand, when 
“safety for all legitimate urera of 
the highways” was called for. 

Mr, Horbort Morrison, MLP.,, tho 
Minister of Transport, sont a letter 
atating that the representations of 
the association in regard to certain 
recommendations contained in. the 
first report of the Royal Commission 
on Transport would receive carefid 
conslderation, in connection with 
any legislative “propounls which he 
miht Introduce: rellative to the re- 
yulation of motor trail. 

“What we want,” dald Lord Cent, 
“Ws fair play and equtd righbs on the 
highway.

look at the terrible figures of accld- 
ents—more than 6,000 people wera 
killed and 200,000 were injured Inst 
yenr—we wre struck by the fuct 
that 20 per cent. of the victims were 
pedestriana, but tho Innocent driver 
of a motor vehicle should nlao be 
protected. . 

Ny Three Points of Policy 

“LT ask three things: : 

“That some test should ba ims 
posed upon drivers before they are 
allowed to drive, 

“Phat we should make’ some

“That any person guilty of

Foreign Zoos 


Montreal, Nov. 30. 

Six buffaloes from Wainwright, 
Alberta, where the Canadian gov- 
ernment maintains an. extensive 
game preserve, are at present on 
route east over the Canadian 
National Railways bound for. z008 
at Antwerp, Belgiumy Johannes- 
burg. Souta Africa and Adelaide, 
Australin. They will take ship at 
Montreal and during their stay in 
the city will be accommodated at 
thé stock yards. 

Special erates ‘are required to 
transport these animals across the 
continent, and throughout their 
journey to the seaboard they are 
accompanied by specin! attendants 
from Wainwright. . “ 

In addition to the-buffalo. two 
beavers from Jasper Park, Alberta, 
are on their way to Antwerp and 
another from Montana is consigned 
to Zduny, Krotoszny, Poland, pre- 
sumably to become ‘part of a fur 
farm. ;

For tho firat time in French political 
history the same Cabinet is continuing 
in office without change following the 
resignation of a Premior, Tho hond of 
tthe Government is now M. Briand, who 
stepped into the shoes of M. ‘Poinenre. 
Obliged to undergo a serlous operation 
for tha removal of the prostate gland, 
M. Potnearo refused the supptications 
of hia Cablnet to continue in-office as 
Prime Minister. M. Doumerguo, tho 
President, at oner consulted his Sonata * 
and the Chamber, and both urged him 
to call upon M, Eviand to form a now 
Government. M. Poincare had al 
rendy mado o simiar recommendation, 
As a result M. Briand agreed to stop 
Into the breach. Falling in his efforts 
to form a Cabliict on a brondor party 
basis, he-informed the President of his 
decision to carry on with his col. 
lengues of the 'Poincara Ministry. Tho
